I am using MRX. <http://www.mrx.com.au/ It has way more capability than is 
needed. The author will provide a free license to radio clubs. Otherwise, 
it is $49.00. It can limit your progression until you know added letters, 
or reach a certain speed before it automatically progresses you. It can also 
keep track of each student. 


I am using it a little differently. I have a program that generates files 
based on the Koch method. I use MRX to send the code and it then uses the 
sound card to read the file back "KILO KILO KILO MIKE MIKE KILO MIKE MIKE 
KILO MIKE MIKE KILO MIKE KILO MIKE ...." This feature is very nice to have! 


If you type your copy in, it will automatically score your results and keep 
them logged for your own use. It is a very capable program, and if you were 
a government, you would have to pay $225 for it. This makes the $49 price 
sound more reasonable. It is more money than G4FON's program (free), but it 
makes teaching and grading easy for me. 


The same author also has a free program to communicate using CW over the 
internet. It is kind of cool and might be used for code practice also.

This is most likely a result of an update that your system did not like, not 
a virus attack.. 


This is a common occurrence with W2K and XP when you allow Automatic Update 
to download and install by itself. Most likely a driver for a piece of 
hardware is causing this. 


I had this happen with one of my users and was able to recover his system by 
taking his hard drive out and adding it to another XP system as the slave to 
a master drive. 

When XP booted it ran checkdisk on the drive, then I re-installed it back 
into the other system and it booted fine. 


Also, you can change Automatic Update to download updates but wait for you 
to review which ones you like. Go to Microsoft's web page and do a search on 
the subject.

QRP-L archives, from KA7YOU 


About1990 or 1991 I bought a kit from Digitrex. It is a MINI-MPX 
all-band transceiver. It is a 9-band CW/DSB low power transceiver with 
internal bandwitching and a digital frequency readout, complete with a 
nice metal case. 

It took several months from the time I ordered it, and I was 
getting pretty nervous that my money was gone (I think it was about 
$250), but I kept getting notices in the mail about the progress with 
parts supplier problems, so at least there was some communication. It 
finally arrived-many bags of very small parts, many pages of 
documentation-somewhat poorly organized and poorly copied, and a circuit 
board which although seemed to be very well made, was scarey to look at 
because of the density of the components. Later I found out that the 
components would not even lay side by side in some places. They had to 
be partially overlapped for the leads to get into their alloted holes. 
This was particularly difficult with a row of disc ceramic caps which 
were to be side by side! But I am getting ahead of myself. 

I started construction shortly thereafter the kit arrived and found 
some problems with the documentation, and among other things, there was 
no information on winding a binocular torroid which went between the 
driver stage and the final. The kit was supposed to come with the 
toroids pre-wound and mounted to the circuit board. All of the others 
were, butI had never seen one of these binocular things before, and 
didn't even realize what it was until the transmiter testing phase 
began-NO OUTPUT! 

Many phone calls later with nobody answering, and then the line was 
disconnected. Registered letters returned etc. 


I finally put a couple of turns through it and now there is some 
output-on all bands-actually quite a bit more power than QRP levels was 
available on some bands. 

The VFO and output filtering sections went OK except for some missed 
solder joints. That was all five years ago. 

HAS ANYBODY FINISHED ONE OF THESE? HAD ONE ON THE AIR?The receiver 
section has some surface mount IC's and is EXTREMELY TIGHT on the board. 

I don'teven know if my old eyes can complete it now, but I've developed a 
new desire. 

With transistor types and a circuit diagram, is there an easy way to 
determine the correct winding ratio for the interstage coupling torroid? 

I may just use the transmitter/VFO setion and forgo the receiver if 
it gets too nasty.

Just in case anyone is interested, I got the external drive control mod 
on the FT-7 figured out and working ! The mod is very easy, and now I 
can adjust the power from about 1/2 watt to full power (15 watts) from 
the front panel ! The mod works for both CW and SSB modes. 


To perform the mod, first remove the top half of the case and then locate 
the filter board (PB-1626) which is the second board from the back on the 
left with the radio facing you (front toward you). Pull straight up on 
the board and take it out of the radio. Then locate Q304, which is a 
dual gate MOSFET # 3SK40M. There is a picture in the manual of the board 
that points out Q304, but with the top of the board pointing up (filter 
on the left, components facing you), Q304 is the metal transistor that is 
close to the lower right hand corner of the filter. Now that you have 
located Q304, determine the "source" lead (grounded lead). Now, using a 
sharp pointed hobby knife, cut the ground trace (solder side of board) to 
isolate the source lead from ground. Then, install a .01uF ceramic disk 
capacitor between the source lead and ground on the solder side of the 
board. Next, solder 2 equal length pieces of 22 ga hookup wire, one to 
the source of Q304, and the other to ground. Route these 2 wires to the 
front of the radio to the area where the mic gain control is. Now, 
disconnect the wires from the mic gain control and resolder them to a 
mini pc mount 10K ohm pot and mount it inside the radio with the screw 
slot point up so you can adjust the mic gain to the desired level when 
needed (I always leave the mic gain set in the same position all the 
time, so the mic gain being inside the radio is no problem for me). Now, 
you can either use the existing 10K ohm pot that used to be the mic gain 
control for your variable drive control, this will let you adjust power 
down to about 4 watts, and up to full power. What I did was to replace 
the 10K ohm pot with a 50K ohm linear taper pot (pulling the control unit 
board #PB-1622 out, gives you more room to operate here), and this allows 
me to adjust the power as low as 1/2 watt, and up to full power, which is 
15 watts on my particular FT-7. Now, reinstall the filter board, and the 
control unit board, making sure they are seated well into their sockets, 
and then power up the radio and adjust the new mic gain pot to the 
desired level. You should now be able to adjust your output power down 
to "true QRP levels" from the control that used to be the mic gain 
control (I relabeled mine "DRIVE" with my electronic label maker). 


Note: If you don't want to change the mic gain control, you can run a 
seperate control (if you can figure out where to mount it) or you can 

change the mic gain control to a dual (stacked) set of potentiometers. 
That way, you can still adjust both mic gain and drive level from the 

front panel. 


Disclaimer: I have performed this mod on my FT-7, and it worked for me. 
If you decide to perform this mod on your own radio, I in no way assume 
responsibility for any damages that are caused by this mod or your poor 


workmanship. You are strictly on your own if you decide to do so. If 
you feel that your are unable to perform this mod, my advise is to leave 
your radio as is !
